A PROTEST AGAINST TRANSUBSTANTIATION, WHEREIN AN 
APPEAL 1S MADE TO REASON AND THE SENSES. 


PROTESTING CHRISTIAN.—Lord, all things are, indeed, in Thy power. 
f have always believed that “with God nothing is impossible.” and therefore 
{ dare not question Thy divine Omnipotence. But yet I never could bring 
myself to believe, that it could be Thy real body and blood which was given 
to Thy apostles at the Last Supper; and therefore have I protested against 
the doctrine as absurd—as quite contradictory to reason. And all those who 
did believe it to be verily and indeed Thy body and blood, I have always 
looked upon as weak and credulous—as men so far lost to common sense 
that they would believe anything that might be told them, no matter how 
strange or absurd it might be. 

Indeed, how cou’! T belfeve it to be Thy body and blood, when my senses 
told me plainly ence: that it was only bread and wine? This and other 
absurdities, in the doctrine of transubstantiation, convinced me that it could 
not be so. I was obliced, therefore, to turn Thy words from their plain and 
literal meaning, to i figurative and mystical sense; and herein the Holy 
Scriptures afforded me great assistance. 

JUDGH.—As the unbelieving ones, when they heard Me say, “The bread 
that I will etve is My flesh, . . . strove amongst themselves, saying, How 
scan this man give us his flesh to eat?” so thou, in like manner, hast protested 
ngainst these same words of mine, as absurd and impossible, I, the Almighty, 
said, It “is My flesh”—“This is My body;” but thou hast said, “It is not so— 
it cannot be—the words must be figurative.”

PROTESTANT ZEAL FOR MISSIONS. 


If there is one thing that stands out from the records of the 
recent conventions of different Protestant bodies im the United 
States, notably the Presbyterians, it is the zeal which each mant- 
fested in the cause of Missions. 

Protestant missionary activity 1s comparatively of recent 
growth. It began with the Baptists, under the leadership of « 
shoemaker named Caréy, who really seems to Have merited the 
title of “Father of Protestant Missionary Effort.” Carey's trials 
were very humerous. At a Breat convention in England he at- 
tempted to explain his views as to the conversion of the heathen. 
“Sit down, young man, sit down,” said the moderator, “when God 
needs the conversion of the heathen He will attend to it.” But 
Carey was a persistent man-—-an enthusiast, and even a zealot. 
He never dropped his campaign for an instant. He lived with it; 
waking or sleeping, it was always in his mind, and at last he found 
recognition. 

One has to study the missionary reports of different Protestant 
denominations to realize how firmly Carey’s views have fastened 
themselves upon the denominations. The gifts made for Missions 
in England, America, Germany, Norway and Sweden are astonish- 
ing. These gifts are counted every year, not by thousands, but by 
millions of dollars; and they have left scarcely a single part of 
the mission fields of the world untouched. There is for every 
Protestant ministerial graduate a wide-open career for foreign 
service; with many beckoning hands out to invite him, if he does 
not care to leave his own country, to enter the nearer, but no leas 

duous fleld, of Homme Missions. No less than ten million dollars 
oe annum are spent by the different Protestant sects in America 
for Home Missions alone. 

It is true that, In spite of the expenditure of millions, the send- 
ing out of men and women by the thousands, the establishment of 
schools, colleges and universities, Protestant Missions have not had 
the success that has crowned Catholic effort. ‘The greatest suc- 
cesses have been largely in the Home Mission field, but Protestant- 
ism has now come to the point where there seems very little eles 
to do here. As long as the great West and South were pioneering, 
the Church Extension and Home Mission work of the different 
Protestant denominations flourished, for it was a race between 
each one to occupy the new sections and new towns. The first 
church erected meant the gathering to its fold of practically all the 
nonCatholics who had any church leaning whatever. But Prot- 
estant Home Missions have occupied nearly all of these places. 
Then competition between the denominations reduced the success 
of the first comers. The stronger foundations became self-sup- 
porting, and the poorer dropped out. So that the burning question 
in the recent Presbyterian Convention in Chicago centered around 
the Home Mission Board. 

In order to make: work fer. itself, this: Board divided up its 
activities into departments, which had too new a flavor to suit 
some of the “Fathers in: Israel.” There was a department of 
Church and Labor, a department of Social Service, a department of 
Country Life, etc. The old men did not like the innovations. For 
over two years a flerce controversy raged. All kinds of charges 
were made against the Home Mission Board, principally those of 
reckless extravagance. However, the Convention approved of the 
new efforts, but made a division of labor satisfactory te all. The 
old efforts were put under the head of “Church Extension” and 
given an office in the West, while the new efforts remained cen- 
tered in New York, 

When one reads the account of the funds at the disposal of 
this particular Board, there is some cause for wonder at the dis- 
Satisfaction, for certainly the Presbyterians have ample means. 
The Kennedy legacy alone would, if used by a Catholic Society, be 
sufficient to do all the Home Missionary work of the Church in 
America, and,do it well. But our Protestant brethren have not 
learned the Catholic lesson of making much out of little. So in 
order to produce any results they need enormous funds. 

Another phase of the Protestant Missionary situation is one 
which Catholics usually misunderstand. It is popularly belleved 
amongst us that Protestant Missionary Societies are managed in 
a most extravagant way. The truth of the matter is that, in pro- 
portion to thelr receipts, they are managed very economically.

for every dollar they send to Missions, but this charge can scarcely 
be substantiated according to their reports. The basis for it was 
in considering only the amount subscribed and paid throtigh parish 
organizations, and forwarded direct to the office of the Board. No 
account at all was taker of the amount of money collected tn other 
ways. There is practically no expense attached to money gathered 
without effort and forwarded through pastors. The expense always 
comes in securing special donations. That is where the efficiency 
of officers is tested. The charge of extravagance against Protestant

hard all day long and then refuses to give more than two-thirds of 
his evening to additional labor. Six per cent of the entire receipts 
of Protestant Missionary bodies would, in most cases, cover their 
expense. But receipts are large. 

The interesting point of all this for Catholics lies right here: 
What an enormous work we might carry on for the glory of God 
and the salvation of souls, if we could, even now before we are 
out of the missionary woods ourselves, begin to enthuse for the 
cause of Missions! As a matter of fact we are occupying more 
Foreign Mission flelds than are our separated brethren, and we are 
occupying them with niuch greater Success! But there seems 
searcely any necessity for being so economical as to make it a 
serious difficulty for our missionaries to find their daily bread, Our 
very success ought to spur us on to greater effort. We are con- 
stantly lamenting the decline of the old religious spirit. Gould we 
not examine our consciences and see if, perhaps, the decline is not 
because, as individuals, we have not the broad view that only 
comes to the Catholic when he takes a generous interest “in the 
preaching of the Gospel te every creature? I firmly believe that a 
great awakening of a missionary spirit is due amongst us—an 
awakening that will bring us Dlessings here in America, because 
of generosity in sending blessings of light to every land where 
there is darkness. 

' The story is told of a young cadet wp for examination before 
a military beard for his commission. “What would you do,” asked 
the head of the board, “if you found yourself commanding an army 
in an enemy's colntry, and absolutely without supplies?” The 
cadet was “stumped,” so he gave the only possible anewer and 
won: “I would take them frem the enemy, sir.” 

Witnessing the seal of our separated brethren for error, could 
we not at least increase our own store of seal, and thus make 
error less?

Undoubtedly the Apostie of the Gen- 
tiles, himself a Jew and hot a pagan, 
must have submitted with no little 
astonishment to the pure and high 
morality of Christ, when this ideal of 
marriage was revealed to him. The 
other Apostles, too, when instructed 
by the Savior Himself concerning fn- 
dissolubility, were wellnigh discour-| 
aged at so severe a doctrine. “His 
disciples say unto him: if the case of 
a man with his wife be so, it is not 
expedient to marry” (Mt, XIX, 10).
